Labour leaders decide against 
national gov't; argue over lost votes

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
Leadership Bureau last night en- 
dorsed a decision not to form 2 
coalition with the Likud but to 
maintain the same composition as 
the outgoing government, with 
“minor adjustments." The motion 
was tabled by party Secretary-Gen- 
eral Aheron Yadlin and adopted 
without a vote.

Budgeting in the dark

BUDGETARY discipline has 

never been strong in this 
country. Even in normal times, 
reasons — and pretexts — have 
easily been found for indulging 
in expenditure over end above the 
amounts Voted, and all too often 
beyond what the economy could 
afford. During the current fisca! 
year a supplementary budget had 
also been expected to be tabled, 
to be rubber-stamped by the 
Knesset, even though deficit 
spending had been excessive even 
in the ordinary budget. 

The war, of course, upset all 
Previous estimates, but to what 
extent, and how public finance is 
being managed since then, no out- 
sider knows, 

Defence expenditure has na- 
turally soared since October last, 
but many other items — only 
tenuously connected with the war 
effort — seem to have grown, 
too. And the larger spending may 
or may not be covered by the 
revenue forthcoming from the 
War Loans, the tax hikes, and 
the large amounts borrowed by 
the government on the local capi- 
tal market. As times goes on, the 
amounts involved accumulate, 
and so do the economic effects 
of a fiscal policy carried 
out without public approval or 
85 much as consultation. The 
claim that normal conduct of 
state affairs must be dispensed 
with in the present emergency 
conditions, is a lame excuse. It 
is almost three’ months since the 
cease-fire. People have been told 


‘o adjust themselves to new cir- 
cumstances. Businessmen are ex- 
pected to plan ahead. It is not 
clear why this should not also 
apply to the government, why the 
role which the public sector is 
Playing in our economic perform- 
ance should be shrouded in mys- 
tery. At the very least the issue 
ought to be discussed in the 
newly formed Economie Council. 


Nor should the matter be de- 
layed owing to difficulties in 
forming a new government. Cru- 
cial financial decisions must be 
taken shortly, even though the 
Geneva talks, and the inter-party 
bickering concerning them, may 
go on for 3 long time. Negotia- 
‘ions concerning the cal. allow- 
ance, the collective wage agree- 
ments for the next year, price 
controls, export and investment 
incentives, and what not else, 
can only be carried on in a 
muddled way as long as the es- 
sentials of our fiscal policy have 
not been made clear. The recent 
spate of rumours concerning de- 
valuation is another consequence 
of this confusion. 


Even though the outgoing 
government may be unable to 
table a full-fledged budget for 
1974-75, at least the supplemen- 
tary budget for the current fis- 
cal year — reflecting the changes 
brought about by the war 
should be tabled as soon as poss- 
ible, And it should be accompan- 
ied by a forecast, even if un- 
certain, of the economy's growth, 
which hardiy depends on the 
make-up of the next coalition.
